MASSAGE TREATMENTS. SINCE HE IS NOT COMPLETELY INCAPACI- 
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TATED, HE IS ABLE TO READ IMPORTANT BFV PAPERS AND SIGN 
DOCUMENTS. THE BFV HAS SET UP A TWICE DAILY COURIER 
SYSTEM BETWEEN HIS HOME ANO OFFICE.

WILL INTENSIFY ITS EFFORT TO FIND A REPLACEMENT FOR DR. 
BRUECKNER, ALTHOUGH SCHRUEBBERS HAS STATED THAT HE WANTS TO
